Years ago Jeiteraon Davis wad a 


staunch 
tree trader. In ths senat0 


and among his own people in Mississippi 
he preached tree trade with commending 
ability- Tne war oamo. The confeder- 
acy was established and he wau made its 
president. All the parts of bis confed- 
eracy were blockaded. The people ot the 
sontb 
wera 
then 
compelled 
to 


manufacture their own goods. Clothing' 
gnne, iron wares and many other articles 
wero made in the pent-up soiuh, a thing 
that would not have happened bad 
there been no embargo. What iivas the 
result. 


In November, 1SC1, Mr. Davis had 


occasion 
to address the 
confederate 


congress, and in his message ho used 
this language: 
"To the Couyi'css of 
tlu 
Confederate 


States: 
"The few weeks which have elapsed 


since your adjournment have brought us 
so near tbe oloso of the year that wo are 
now to sum up its general results. The 
retrospect is suoh as should lill the hearts 
ot our people with gratitude to Provi- 
dence for his kind interposition in their 
behalf. Abundant yields have rewarded 
thi labor of the agriculturist, while the 
manufacturing industry of the Confede- 
rate states was never so prosperous as 
now. 
The means of the Cuufederato 
states for mauutuoturiut: the necessaries 
and comforts ot life vitluii Iheiasclces in- 
crease as the ooLfhct continues, and -we 
are gradually becoming independent of 
the rest ot the world for the supply of 
such military stores auc! munitions as are 
indispensable Cor war." 


The argument of tree traders is that

Jb'rosi our 
founderics and laboratories, fiom our 
own armories and workshops, we derive 
in great measure the warlike material, 
the ordnance and ordnance stores which 
are expended so profusely in the numer- 
ous engagement? that BO rapidly succeed 
each other; cotton and woolen fabrics, 
shoeK and harness, wagons and gun car- 
riages, 
are

factories springing into existence.

Children should not bo allowed to swallow 
thoir food in hasto to £ot CO play, and men 
and women should novor hasten through 
a moal to ro:urn to business or ontflr 'upon 
pleasure. Health—without which life ia a 
burden, and corbain'y not worth llving^-ro- 
quiros that tho- omnivorous human bipod 
should cut-his-food with hii front tooth, 
crmh it with bis middle tooth, and grind it 
with lib back tooth, and to do this ao must 
oat in a lolsuroly mannor, and"even" with 
r.omo thought of what ho ia doing.
